TELLS A WONDERFUL TALE 


MORE THAN TWENTY-FIVE 
LIVES-IN CITIES AND 


PER CENT*OF POPULATION 
TOWNS—FIFTY CITIES 


HAVE OVER 100,000 INHABITANTS EACH 


Washington, March 24.—Many a re- 
nmiarkable® {ribute to the “wonderful 
srowth-of the United States is contain- 
ed in the cénsus of 1910: 

Never has a comparison been so in- 
structive as in the study of these amaz- 
ing figures spreading over successive 
decades. The United States is growing 
faster than ever before. ; 

The “tale of the’ cities” ista wonder- 
ful story. -Thesfarms have languish- 
ed,<while’ (he cities have “absorbed: the 
young blood of the rural districts, , 

There are now fifty cities in the Un- 
ited States, havoing a population © of 
more than 100,000. = The 
population of these fifty municipalities 
is 20,803,047. This means that nearly 
25 per cent of the entire population of 
the nation ig now living under condi- 
tions Which are either metropolitan, or 
aproximate — the scale 
of existence. In 1909 the same cities 
had arcombined population of 15,190,- 
375, and in 1890 1,470,364. In twen-

ty years the figures have practically 
doubled. 
Crowding to tho Cities, 

The philosophers of population ar- 
cue that not only does the growth of 
teh cities emphasize the trend away 
from: agriculture and towards manu- 
facture, but it indicates an inereasing 
love, of luxury, creature comfort, 
amusement, and the inereasing ranks of 
the so-called’ “parasitic classes" at the 
expense of the producing classes. 

“fhe honors for having shown the 
highest rate of growth among the cit- 
jes'of considerable size has been award- 
ed to Birmingham, Ala., which show- 
ed the phenomenal increase of 245 per 
cent. during the past decade. In that 
period it developed from a city of dis- 
tinctly minor rank—having only. $8,445 
in. 1900—to one of the great cities of 
the south, It now has a population of 
132,685. Scarcely second to Birming- 
ham in-growth were Los Angleles and 
Seattle, the former showing an increase 
of 244 per-cent., and-the latter 194 .per 
eent, 

The most marvellous story told by 
the census is the amazing growth of 
Me Pacige coast, With the exception 
ora ‘few sporadic cases, cities in other 
sections of the country have shown a

“mushroom. growth having passed; 
but the far west has, aparently, just 
enlered upon thé golden period of its 
development. Despite the catastrophe 
of 1906, San Francisco shows the sub- 
slintial increase of 22 per cent., and 
is now a cily of 416,912 people, Her 
sister municipality, Oakland, vies with 
Lous’. Angleles and Seattle in rapid 
srowth,- showing 424 per) cent for the 
decade. It now comtains 150,174. in- 
habitants. Portland, Ore., increased at 
the rate of 120° per cent. It is now 
the fourth’ cily*of. the Pacifle coast, 
having a population of 207,214.Spo- 


per cent, during the past decade, has 
a population of 198,847, and is one 
of the most progressive cities ‘of the 
coast. 

The larger eastern. cities averaged 
about 20 per cent. increase during the 
pest ten years, New Yor kbeing the 
one shining exception to this rule.

ACROSS AFRICA | 
WITH BICYCLES 


Two Officials Make An Interesting Trip 
—Travelled More Than 6,000 
Miles. 


London, Mar. 24.——An interesting bi- 
oycele and walking tour was made lately 
in Central Renee by Messrs, F. H. Mel- 
land and EB, Chelmeley, of the Char- | 
tered Curae Ss service, Reuter's 
agency has obtained details of the trip 
from them on their arrival in London. | 
In all they travelled 6,000 miles, a third | 
of which, from North-Eastern Rhodesia 
to the Soudan frontier at Godokoro, 
was done almost entirely on their bi- 
cycles, 

After leaving Rhodesia they struck } 
into the German Protectorate, where 
they spent a period of six weeks. In 
many of the districts traversed the 
appearance of the eyelist caused con- 


siderable excitement, particularly | % 
among those tribes who had searcely 
come into contact with Europeans. 


After crossing the Anglo-German boun- 
dary Messrs. Melland and Cholmeley 
struck southeast to Mwazye in order 
to visit Rukwa lake, which has no 
known outlet. This sheet of water 
lies at the bottom of a deep escarp | 
ment, the rescent to which, being often 
of a gradient of 2 in 3, was extremely 
diMleult, but was eventually acomplish- 
ed in safety. This curious lake was 
at one time almost entirely dry, but 
subsequently filled again. At the north 
end, which was visited on this occasion, 
the water had again disapeared, The 
dried lake leaves a heavy deposit of 
potash, and during the dry season the 
deposit is blown about to such an ex- 
tent that the sun is obscured. 


In this neighborhood the travellers 
Visited some very interesting and lit- 
tle known tribes, some of whom are | 
ruled by a family entirely distinet from | 


the people, This ruling caste is known 
as Watwaki, and was founded by a wo- 
man called Unda, who came from the 
north 150 years ago. One section of 
the tribe is now governed by a chief- 
fainess called Sa, who has just suc- 
ceeded an old ruler. She received the 
travelers with great) ceremony, whic! 
was searcely in keeping with her cvs: 
tume, which included hob-nail boo!s 
and an old straw hat. Another mem- 
ber of this ruling family has founded 
a religious house, and with three of her 
friends are the only known cases of 
African native women taking the veil. 

The travellers reached the Victoria 
Nyanza in September, and— travelled 
to Entebbe, At Mubendi, to the south 
east of Lake Albert, they again mount- 
ed their bicycles, The travellers made 
a detour to the west through very litle 
Known country.
